Scout Week. Soon it will be the girl’s turn— 
and they eminently deserve it. 
The Girl Scout Week observance will run 
through the March 6-12 period, with the pur­ 
pose of celebrating the founding of the movement 
in this country. It began in Savannah, Georgia, 
on March 12, 1912. In the ensuing years, it 
has grown steadily and made an ever more 
important contribution to the basic strength 
and character of this country. The Girl Scouts 
of today will be the wives, mothers, home­ 
makers and career women of tomorrow. And 
the m oral, spiritual and practical values that 
come from Scouting will serve them well all 
their lives. 
It’s interesting to note that Girl Scout ex­ 
perience refutes those critics who say that the 
modern girl is losing her taste for domesticity. 
In the past year, nearly one million Scouts

SPRING IS THE RIGHT SEASON TO BRING 
HOPE TO CRIPPLED CHILDREN 
One of the most heart-touching phrases in the 
language is “crippled children.” It hits us hard, 
of course, because we feel that all children 
should be ordained to run and jump, climb 
fences and chase a puppy around a field, try out 
grownup high heels for size, tap the mud off 
their cleats with a casual baseball bat, and 
just skylark around for the sake of motion. 
Maybe the lump that grows in our throat for 
crippled kids is harder to swallow in the spring, 
when the world is young again and wind-swept 
clean for a new start against whatever odds 
there are, when nothing seems impossible, and 
few would want to deny the divine assurance 
that everything is going to be all right. 
Although the campaign for the sale of Easter 
seals, which in many communities supply the 
funds for aid to crippled children, is over, 
there is a year-long opportunity to contribute 
to the many organizations which carry on this 
mission of healing and hope. 
In Massachusetts, the chairman of the fund­ 
raising campaign this year was Tenley Albright, 
the great skating champion who fought through 
a crippling attack of polio as a child and 
overcame almost insuperable difficulties to 
bring grace and loveliness to our sad old world. 
Nobody could deny the right answer to her 
question: “Will you help train legs for walking.. . 
arms for independence. . .lips for laughter. . . 
hearts for happiness?”

NATIONAL COMMITTEE TAKES OFFENSIVE 
IOWA, NEW JERSEY STATE GROUPS FORMED 
Two new state Right to Work organizations 
have been organized as part of the National 
Committee’s 1966 program to push for new 
state Right to Work laws and to protect existing 
laws. 
Early in January, Dr. J. Richard Palmer, 
President of Morningside College, accepted the 
chairmanship of the newly-formed citizens or­ 
ganization, Iowans for Right to Work. 
And at the January 14 press conference, fol­ 
lowing the National Committee’s Board of Di­ 
rectors meeting, Reed Larson announced that a 
Right to Work Committee has been organized 
in New Jersey. A1 Borden, President of Borden 
Metal Products of Elizabeth, New Yersey, and a 
member of the National Committee’s Board, is 
the organizing chairman. 
At the press conference Mr. Larson said, 
“ New militant, well-organized citizens drives 
in support of Right to Work laws are taking 
root in many states. Our Iowa organization was 
first this year and now New Jersey. The long- 
range aim of these state organizations will 
be the protection and strengthening of exist­ 
ing state Right to Work laws — as in Iowa; 
and the enactment of new state bans on com­ 
pulsory unionism in present non-Right to Work 
states — as in New Jersey. In addition these 
state groups will add new strength to the 
forces defending 14(b). 
“ The debate on 14(b) last fall in the U.S. Senate 
set the stage for the advocates of voluntary 
unionism to take the offensive. The practice 
of compelling a citizen to pay labor dues, fees 
and assessments as a condition of earning his 
livelihood is incompatible with the principles 
most Americans have cherished throughout our 
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intend to carry the fight for voluntarism at 
every level: federal, state and local.” 
* * *

If Sen. Robert F. Kennedy is running for the 
presidency, he had better back up and start 
all over. 
On the Viet Nam war issue, Senator Kennedy 
appears to be a man who doesn’t know his own 
mind. That’s a dangerous type of fellow to be 
intrusted with the nation’s highest office. 
Kennedy, like many other inhabitants of Wash­ 
ington, D. C., has been swallowed up by the 
Johnson administration concensus on this issue. 
This is not a new or surprising development 
but in the light of it, Kennedy should not have 
opened his mouth in the first place. 
In his zeal to advocate peace in Viet Nam, 
Kennedy first made it appear that the United 
States should accept Communist intervention 
on almost any basis that would end the con­ 
flict. 
Since, he has moved closer to the position 
of the Johnson administration. 
The position of the Johnson administration is a 
bit fuzzy on this issue but Communists should 
not be admitted to any government serving in 
the interim until the people of Viet Nam make 
a free choice. 
If the people of Viet Nam choose Communists 
in free election that is another m atter. 
To admit Communists into the government 
ruling South Viet Nam would be to perpetuate 
the mistake that this country made in China. 
This would be a way of selling out Viet Nam 
to the Communists. It would make our war 
effort there and the sacrifices made there futile 
and unnecessary. 
But Kennedy acts like a candidate, who says 
a lot of things, hoping that a wave of public 
approval and acclaim will come to him if he 
manages to strike a popular or responsive 
chord. 
He should not be sending up trial balloons on 
the conduct of either the Viet Nam war or the 
peace offensive to end it. 
He is confusing the American people and not 
making any votes for himself. He is developing 
a reputation for being irresponsible.

WASHINGTON — At long last 
the big TV networks are com­ 
ing in for some real investigat­ 
ing by Congress. Rep. John Din- 
gell, 
the Detroit Democrat, 
chairman of a 
House 
Small 
Business 
subcommittee, has 
been 
digging 
into the scan­ 
dalous manner in which small 
companies have had to sell out 
to big companies simply be­ 
cause the networks gave their 
big competitors outrageous ad­ 
vertising discounts. 
Sometimes 
these 
discounts 
have run as high as 75percent. 
The 
discounts 
are the equi­ 
valent of having the networks 
give a cheaper rate to the Re­ 
publican party because it has 
spent more money on TV ad­ 
vertising than the Democrats. 
Lee 
Loevinger, a 
Federal 
Communications commission­ 
er, accused his own commis­ 
sion of pussy-footing on this 
during a hearing before Rep. 
Dingell’s committee. He pointed 
out that so far only CBS had 
abandoned the discount system 
to big advertisers. 
“ It takes very little imagina­ 
tion to see that an advertiser 
who is spending $6 million a 
year and who is buying his time 
for, let us say, half of what it 
costs a sm aller rival, has an 
advantage,” declared Loeving­ 
er. He added that the FCC “ so 
far has ignored the m atter of 
advertising discounts.” 
Loevinger reported 
that a 
form er FCC official quit his job 
because “ we 
were 
chasing 
small radio stations engaged in 
too many spot announcements 
and ignoring the television net­ 
works 
with respect 
to large 
advertisers.” 
TV’S 
MONOLITHIC 
STRUCTURE 
“ The networks don't sell tele­ 
vision sets yet, do they?” asked 
Rep. Charles Weltner, D-Ga. 
“ They don’t sell se ts,” re­ 
plied FCC Chairman E. Wil­ 
liam Henry. “ Of course, RCA 
sells sets, and RCA owns NBC.” 
WELTNER — “ Does NBC own 
a baseball team?” 
HENRY — “ Not yet. CBS owns 


the New York Yankees.” 
WELTNER — “ It seems to me 
that if they sell a few televi­ 
sion sets they would have not 
only the means of transmittal 
and the means of distribution, 
and the means of reception, but 
they would also have the subject 
matter to go through the whole 
chain. That would pretty well 
make one monolithic structure 
of television to the American 
public.” 


ME ANY VS. WIRTZ 
The private chat between Sec­ 
retary of Labor Willard Wirtz 
and AFL-CIO 
boss George 
Meany in Miami was a lot more 
colorful than they later let on 
to newsmen. At one point after 
Wirtz sought labor’s agreement 
to a hold-the-line policy 
on 
minimum wages, Meany de­ 
clared: 
“ The answer has to be ‘nq,’ 
Willard. We supported you fel­ 
lows in the Johnson administra­ 
tion in the last election — but 
we didn’t m arry you.” 
The AFL-CIO 
has been ad­ 
vocating congressional appro­ 
val of a boost in the national 
minimum wage level from $1.25 
an hour to $1.40 this year and 
to $1.60 
in 1967. 
However, 
Gardner Ackley, White House 
economic adviser, favors post­ 
poning the second boost (to 
$1.60 an hour) until 1970. 
“ He’s thinking of numbers, 
while we’re thinking of hungry 
people,” declared Meany at the 
closed-door meeting. “ There 
are now 17,500,000 workers re­ 
ceiving the bare minimum 
of 
$1.25, or less. If such a work­ 
er has a wife and two kids and 
labors 40 hours a week 
for 
52 weeks, that means he gets 
$2,600 a year. 
“ This is $530 less than 
the 
$3,130 a year which 
this ad­ 
ministration has set as a sort 
of poverty level for a family 
of four.”

AFL-CIO leader 
also 
shook his head when Wirtz re­ 
ported that President Johnson 
was worried about inflation if 
labor 
didn’t support his 3.2

During 14-B 
Rhubarb Used It As Camou­ 
flage For Bigger New Drives 
WASHINGTON, D. C .~ 
The 
man from U. N. C. L. E. 
could take lessons from the men 
of labor. 
Their operations are intricate. 
Their game is tough. They’re 
playing for big stakes — politi­ 
cal and economic influence in 
the South. This is their last un­ 
crossed frontier. 
It all pivots around the suc­ 
cessful filibuster which 
pre­ 
vented the repeal of the ban on 
union shops in 19 states. It is 
the general belief that the la­ 
bor leaders fought fiercely to 
vin repeal of 14-B. This was 
the one thing they wanted most 
for Christmas. 
But there are some who don’t 
believe at all that they fought 
fiercely. Some of us have seen 
labor swing into some fierce 
fights — but not this time. 
Just look at the evidence. 
Very few of labor’s national 
leaders were in Washington in 
the 
crucial 
moments. The 
methodical, 
top labor chief, 
George Meany, who can 
out- 
maneuver a spliced Jim Far­ 
ley and Bob Price, 
left 
the 
capital late in January for a 
short Florida rest in prepara­ 
tion for his arduous midwinter 
executive 
council meeting in 
Bal Harbour. With him went the 
nominally 
Republican, 
retail 
union 
chief Jam es Suffridge. 
The filibuster was far 
from 
over. 
Other national labor leaders 
were either in New York or were 
already in the Bal Harbour salt 
mines. Walter Reuther minded 
the shop in Detroit. 
Suggestions from agitated la­ 
bor leaders, in the outer fring­ 
es, for a march on Washington 
was vetoed. Offers to put 10,000 
unionists in the District 
of 
Columbia were shuddered (sic) 
down. A move to run mass dem­ 
onstrations in scores of big 
cities was stopped dead. 
There were behind-the-scenes 
discussions between Meany and 
Senate Majority Leader Mans­ 
field. But the talks were very 
genteel. 
Fact is that the war of 14-B 
became such a battle of news 
releases that it was confused 
with the first blizzard of '66. 
Then why all the furor, why all 
the report that this was labor's 
final conflict? 
The answers are in the notes 
of those who attended two con­ 
fidential White House meetings 
early in 1965. 
The first gathering was a large 
session. 
Many labor leaders. 
Many technicians. Many presi­ 
dential aides. The President, of 
course. 
And everybody knew 
whatever was said would leak. 
There the labor chiefs gave 
Mr. Johnson their do-or-die 


briefing. They had to have 14-B 
repealed. This was crucial, they 
said. 
They were ready to sacrifice

contracts in the 19 states which 
ban them (mostly in the South 
and Southwest.) 
The President agreed to make 
the fight. He said, just 
leave 
the timing to him. 


Then, on March 10 (*65), he 
met again with labor leaders. 
But this time there were only a 
handful. Nothing would leak. 
With him that afternoon were 
the ladies’ garment workers’ 
leader, Dave Dubinsky, the hat­ 
te rs’ Alex Rose, the men’s gar­ 
ment union’s chief Jack Potof- 
sky and Mr. Meany. 
One man in the President’s of­ 
fice that day later told a friend; 
“ The feeling I had then was 
that Meany and the others were 
having 
second 
thoughts 
in 
wishing to hell they had not been 
quite so positive about 14-B at 
the first meeting.” 


This 
utterly 
unimpeachable 
White House source added that; 
“ I was convinced then and still 
believe that the top men in la­ 
bor felt they had gone out on a 
limb and did not, and do not, 
wish to sacrifice 
everything 
else for just one key issue, 
which would cost them 
what 
they really want.” 
What they do want most, es­ 
pecially such men as Dubinsky 
and Rose, is; a minimum wage 
rise sufficient to cut down the 
advantage of the lower labor 
costs in the South and South­ 
west. 
But Gardner Ackley, chairman 
of the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, 
is opposed to 
such 
equalizing of rates on both sides 
of the Mason-Dixon Line. 
Mr. Ackley told the labor men 
that to their faces. In return 
Mr. Meany has said he can no 
longer discuss Mr. Ackley in 
the presence of ladies. 
Furthermore, 
with 
all the 
mass 
building 
now flaring 
through the South, the big con­ 
struction unions want the fed­ 
eral law revised so they can 
get “ common situs” picketing. 
This would restore to them the 
right to picket a big project, 
and shut it down, even if their 
quarrel is with but one of fifty 
contractors on the site. 
' Mr. Meany, who comes out of 
the bloc of construction un­ 
ions, wants to deliver this to his 
closest allies. 
They still have a chance to 
put through such laws which 
could get them across 
their 
last frontier. 
They would not have had any 
such chance if they had truly 
walloped the White House, the 
President, Mr. Mansfield, and 
other Democratic allies during 
the war of 14-B.

WASHINGTON AP —-Sea..Ed­ 
ward V. Long, D-Mo., accused 
federal tax collectors today of 
timing jury trials to “ harass 
American citizens.” 
“ The Internal Rev enue Ser­ 
v ice adv ises its agents to take 
a tax case to court in April 
when the jury members are 
likely to be pay ing their own 
tax es and hav e no sy mpathy for 
those the IRS accuses of tax 
ev asion,” Long said in a news 
letter. 
“ The IRS tells agents to av oid 
prosecuting tax cases during the 
Christmas season when juries 
are supposed to be more le ­ 
nient,” he said. 
“ As a result the IRS keeps 
som e 
citizens 
waiting 
for 
months until the time is just 
right to take them to court.” 
Long is chairman of a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee which 
has been probing inv asions of 
priv acy by gov ernment agen­ 
cies. He said the information 
about the tax trial procedure 
was dev eloped during hearings 
by the panel in San Francisco. 
When added to wiretapping, 
snooping 
and 
other actions, 
there is just one more ex ample 
of gov ernment abuse of author­ 
ity , the senator said. 
“ We must put a stop to fed­

Such th ings as frost­ 
bite, trench foot and ch ilblain 
can occu r in eith er sev ere or 
mild winter weath er if condi­ 
tions of moistu re, wind and 
length of ex p osu re are

righ t. 
In 
minor cases, frostbite 
looks like small, wh ite or wax y 
ap p earing p atch es on th e skin. 
Wh en 
th e 
area affected is 
warmed, it becomes mottled 
and may be swollen and h av e 
blisters. Trench foot can oc­ 
cu r in temp eratu res as mild 
as 60 degrees F., but 
it de­ 
p ends 
on 
length of 
ex ­ 
p osu re, damp ness and lack of 
foot mov ement. Once trench 
foot h as affected a p erson, h e 
may h av e p ain, senstitiv ity to 
cold and ex cessiv e sweating 
for sev eral y ears. Th e com­ 
p laint of ch ilblain is p robably 
one of th e most common of cold 
inju ries. It affects women p ri­ 
marily 
becau se th eir 
sh ort 
skirts and th in stockings do 
not 
offer adequate p rotection 
against strong winter wind with 
naar 
or 
below 
freezing 
tem p eratu res. 
Usually ch il­ 
blain ap p ears 
as a reddish or 
blu sh area on th e skin. Wh en 
th e area is warmed, th ere is 
an itch ing or burning sensa­ 
tion and on fu rth er ex p osu re 
to cold, 
th ese same sensa­ 
tions may retu rn. 
Dr. Garner 
offered th ese 
su ggestions for p rev enting cold 
inju ries. 
1. Av oid tigh tly fitting gar­ 
ments, glov es or sh oes wh ich 
interfer 
with blood circu la­ 
tion. 
2. Do not allow th e feet to 
remain wet for long p eriods. 
3. Ch ange wet footwear, stock­ 
ings or glov es as soon as p os­ 
sible. 
4. Protect, wh ere p ractical, 
all areas of th e body wh en th ere 
is h igh h umidity or wind and 
freezing temp eratu re. 


5. Keep circu lation mov ing 
by ch anging p osition frequ ent­ 
ly or simp ly ex ercising arm s 
and legs. 
6. If any p ar* of y our body 
begins to feel ex cessiv ely cold 
or numb, seek warmth or some 
ty p e of sh elter immediately . 
7. Warming cold areas of th e 
body by immersing in water 
wh ich is ju st abov e normal body 
temp eratu re is p referred ov er 
rubbing with snow or p lacing in 
cold water. 
Dr. Garner concluded 
by 
u rging p ersons wh o su sp ect th ey 
h av e been inju red 
by cold to 
see th eir doctors immediately . 
"Delay in th is resp ect 
may 
only cau se fu rth er u nncessary 
su ffering,” h e said.

BENTON — Farm ers tak ing 
p art in the 1966 feed grain p ro­ 
gram now will be able to p lant 
soy beans on acreage intended 
for p roduction of feed grains 
under the p rogram and still 
receive the p rice sup p ort p ay ­ 
ments they would have earned 
If feed grains had been p lanted. 
According to Roy Proctor, Jr., 
chairman, Scott County Agri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee, the p ro­ 
gram modification carries out 
President Johnson’s directive, 
announced In his recent Food 
for Freedom message 
to the 
Congress p ointing to the de­ 
sirability of increased p roduc­ 
tion of soy beans. The action 
highlights the flex ibility of the 
Food and Agriculture Act of 
1965, which authorizes the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture to tak e 
such action. While sup p lies of 
feed grains are more adequate 
to meet foreseeable needs, do­ 
mestic and ex p ort demand for 
soy beans has been increasing 
substantially each y ear since 
1960. 
Under the feed grain p rogram, 
p articip ant? who divert at least 
20 p ercent of their feed grain 
base acreage to conserving uses 
may earn p rice sup p ort p ay ­ 
ments. 
These p ay ments are 
based on the p rojected y ield on 
up to 50 p ercent of the base 
acreage 
times the 
rate ap ­ 
p licable to the crop diverted. 
The rates are 30 cents p er 
bushel for corn, 20 cents p er 
bushel for barley , and 53 cents 
p er hundredweight for grain 
sorghums. 
As the p rogram is now modi­ 
fied, p articip ants may p lant to 
soy beans all or p art of the 
acreage 
intended for 
corn, 
grain sorghum, or barley p ro­ 
duction under the p rogram and 
still earn their total feed grain 
p rice sup p ort p ay ment. (P re­ 
viously to be eligible for p rice 
sup p ort p ay ments on the max i­ 
mum 
acreage, 
the p roducer 
would have needed to p lant feed 
grains on 50 p ercent of his base; 
soy beans 
could have 
been 
p lanted on the remaining 30 
p ercent of the base.) 
A p roducer now may devote 
to soy beans the acreage in­ 
tended under the p rogram to be 
p lanted to feed grains -- or 
he may p lant any combination 
of soy beans and feed grains on 
the acreage -- and still qualify 
for as many acres for p rice 
sup p ort p ay ment as when de­ 
voting all such acreage only to 
feed grains. For ex amp le, an 
individual p roducer (with a 100- 
acres feed grain base) who 
wishes to p lant soy beans on 
intended 
feed grain 
acreage 
without loss of feed grain p rice - 
sup p ort p ay ments may : (1) Di­ 
vert the minimum 20 acres; 
p lant 30 acres to soy beans, and 
p lant 50 acres to feed grains; 
(2) Divert 30 acres, p lant 35 
acres to feed grains, and p lant 
35 acres to soy beans; (.3) Di­ 
vert 50 acres, p lant 50 acres 
to soy beans; or (4) Divert 20 
acres, and p lant 80 acres to 
soy beans. 
The action tak en to encourage 
soy bean p lantings 
mak es no 
change in the diversion p ro­ 
visions of the p rogram. No 
p rovision is made for p lanting 
soy beans 
on diverted acres 
since legislation does not list 
soy beans as one of the so- 
called “ substitute” crop s under

Charlie and his wife own the 
only store at Sulphur Lick. It's 
the only store within nine miles 
of 
an 
oil 
gusher 
that has 
brought a boom to the area. 
Oilmen came from all over 
the country and cars lined both 
sides of the road for a quarter- 
mile around the Charles Leam­ 
on store — the only convenient 
place to eat. 
Customers were shoulder to 
shoulder on a recent visit. You 
had to push to get into this typi­ 
cal country store — shoes to 
beans, 
pot-bellied stove and 
rough wooden bench — that nor­ 
mally serves about 1 ,000 resi­ 
dents of the economically de­ 
pressed farming area in south 
central Kentucky. The nearest 
stores are eight miles south in 
Tompkinsville or 15 miles north 
at Glasgow. 
After 
the 4,000-barrel-a-day 
well was brought in Thanks­ 
giving Day on the Jack Hays 
& rm about a mile from the 
store, prices on oil leases went 


from less than $1 an acre to as 
much as $1 00 an acre. 
But the sign in Leamon's 
store 
advertising 
sandwich 
prices 
remains 
unchanged? 
“ Ham 25 cents, chopped pork 15 
cents, bloney (sic) 1 0 cents, 
cheese 1 0 cents." 


“ Just because a man is an 
oilman," Leamon said, “ I didn't 
think it would be right to double 
the price on him. The way it 
looks to me is that it is dishon­ 
est. I was selling them for that 
before, so I just kept on." 
Leamon operates on the honor 
system. 
Charlie or his wife hand out 
sandwiches at one spot — liter­ 
ally handed without plate or 
napkin, 
and 
the 
customer 
spreads his own mayonnaise or 
mustard. 


The other takes up money 
about six feet down the counter, 
receiving what the customer 
says he owed. Soft drinks are 
kept in a box on the other side 
of the store and the crowds 
make it impossible for Charlie 
to see who got what. 
“ I only caught one man trying 
to get out without paying," he 
said. 


What action might be taken 
locally is yet to be seen and 
much will depend on steps taken 
by higher government officials.

If a Negro chooses 
the 18th Street Center he is 
offered the same courses that 
the students at the Ward Ave­ 
nue Center are offered. How­ 
ever, if the course is not avail­ 
able at 18th Street because of 
lack of interest or lack of fa­ 
cilities such as an adequate lab­ 
oratory, they are transported to 
Ward Avenue for that class and 
then back to their own center. 
Courses such as 
English, 
Math and Sciences are offered 
at both centers and the 
18th 
Street center is no more of a 
vocational center than its coun­ 


terpart on Ward Avenue. 
It 
is mainly because the facilities 
and teachers are already avail­ 
able that certain classes are 
located at the Ward Avenue Cen­ 
ter, plus the fact that there is 
more demand for them in the 
formerly all-white school. 
Floyd Hamlett, Superintendent 
of the McCarty R-3 district 
said he was distressed that the 
press reports or the report it­ 
self did not fully explain the 
situation there. 
“ After the school board had 
distributed freedom of choice 
forms and students had filled 
out and returned the forms, 
the board ignored them,” the 
report stated. 
Hamlett explained that the first 
and second grades were com­ 
pletely integrated and trans- 
poration has been desgregated. 
Had the district carried out the 
plan completely, the superin­ 
tendent continued, it would have 
mean overcrowding of several 
classrooms. 
The district has done as much 
as possible in this first year, 
Hamlett stated, without creating 
a difficult classroom situation. 
There is no use to over do the 
thing just to make a show and 
hinder the school’s primary 
function of providing education. 
Hamlett said he explained this 
to a Civil Right Commission 
representative during a recent 
visit but was surprised when 
the report only pointed out that 
the freedom of choice forms 
were “ ignored.”

ST. LOUIS, MO. (AP) — U £ . 
astronauts Elliot M. See Jr.and 
Charles A, Bassett II, who were 
scheduled to fly into space in 
May, were killed today when 
their twin-jet plane crashed into 
the plant here where their space 
capsule was built. 
See, 38, and Bassett, 33, were 
flying to the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. when their T38 fighter- 
trainer crashed into the roof of 
the space center at McDon­ 
nell's huge complex. McDonnell 
makes the Gemini spacecraft as • 
well as Phantom jet fighter 
planes used in Viet Nam. 
Ten persons working on a 
Phantom fighter were injured 
when the plane crashed at 9 
a.m . (CST) into the top of the 
building, skidded over the roof 
and then crashed into a con­ 
struction parking area below. 
The plane burst into flames 
and was destroyed. 
Witnesses, who heard a series 
of booms before the plane ex­ 
ploded, said both bodies were 
thrown 
out 
by the 
impact. 
Flames and smoke then tow­ 
ered into the air. 
None of the 10 injured was 
believed hurt seriously. 
The plane was making an in­ 
strument landing in light fog 
when it crashed. Another T38 
fighter - trainer, also circling 
the airport, landed safely. 
The Federal Aviation Agency 
said the cause of the crash was 
not known. The Weather Bur­ 
eau said visibility was IV2 miles 
and the ceiling 800 feet. 
The astronauts were on their 
way from the Manned Space­ 
craft Center in Houston, Tex. 
See and Bassett were to ride 
into space this summer aboard 
Gemini 9. See was scheduled to 
be the command pilot, 
while 
Bassett was scheduled to take a 
90-minute walk in space. Nei­ 
ther had made space flights be­ 
fore. 
“ There were a series of quick 
booms and then flames,” saida 
workman near the crash site. 
He and other workmen were 
in the area constructing a new 
building for McDonnell. 
Firemen 
extinguished 
the 
flames with foam. All that re­ 
mained 
of the 
plane 
was 
charred wreckage. 
Astronauts regularly fly to 
McDonnell in the two-place T38 
jets for work with factory tech­ 
nicians in preparation for Gem­ 
ini flights. 
A formal statement from Dr. 
Robert R. Gil ruth, director of 
the space center, announced 
the deaths of the astronauts. 
“ My deepest sympathies go 
out to their fam ilies,'' Gil ruth 
said. “ Both of these men were 
fine persons and excellent pro­ 
fessional test pilots. 
Fellow astronauts 
went to 
each home to tell the wives 
of the accident. 
The backup crew for Gemini 
9 is Air Force Lt. Col. Thomas 
P. Stafford, the command pi­ 
lot; and Navy Lt. Cmdr. Eu­ 
gene A. Cernan, the pilot. 
The Gemini 9 flight is a two- 
to three-day 
rendezvous 
in 
space and a docking mission in 
space. 
The deaths of See and Bassett 
cut the U. S. space team to 31 
astronauts, including five scien­ 
tists who were added to the 
training program last year.

IOW A, NEW JERSEY STATE GROUPS FORMED 
Two new' state Right to Work organizations 
have been organized as part of the National 
Committee’s 1966 program to push for new 
state Right to Work law's and to protect existing 
laws. 
Early in January, Dr. J. Richard Palmer, 
President of Morningside College, accepted the 
chairmanship of the newly-formed citizens or­ 
ganization, Iowans for Right to Work. 
And at the January 14 press conference, fol­ 
lowing the National Committee’s Board of Di­ 
rectors meeting, Reed Larson announced that a 
Right to Work Committee has been organized 
in New Jersey. A1 Borden, President of Borden 
Metal Products of Elizabeth, New Yersey, and a 
member of the National Committee’s Board, is 
the organizing chairman. 
At the press conference Mr. Larson said, 
“ New militant, well-organized citizens drives 
in support of Right to Work law's are taking 
root in many states. Our Iowa organization was 
first this year and now New Jersey. The long- 
range aim of these state organizations will 
be the protection and strengthening of exist­ 
ing state Right to Work laws — as in Iowa; 
and the enactment of new state bans on com­ 
pulsory unionism in present non-Right to Work 
states — as in New Jersey. In addition these 
state groups will add new strength to the 
forces defending 14(b). 
“ The debate on 14(b) last fall in the U.S. Senate 
set the stage for the advocates of voluntary 
unionism to take the offensive. The practice 
of compelling a citizen to pay labor dues, fees 
and assessm ents as a condition of earning his

Loevinger, a 
Federal 
Communications com mission­ 
er, accused his own com mis­ 
sion of pussy-footing on this 
during a hearing before Rep.

Pulled Punches 
During 14-B 
Rhubarb Used It As Camou­ 
flage For Bigger New Drives 
WASHINGTON, D. C .~ 
The 
man from U. N. 
C. 
L. E. 
could take lessons from the men 
of labor. 
Their operations are intricate. 
Their game is tough. They’re 
playing for big stakes — politi­ 
cal and economic influence in 
the South. This is their last un­ 
crossed frontier. 
It all pivots around the suc­ 
cessful filibuster which 
p re- 
/ented the repeal of the ban on 
union shops in 19 states. It is 
the general belief that the la­ 
bor 
leaders fought fiercely to 
■vin repeal of 14-B, This was 
the one thing they wanted most 
for C hristm as. 
But there are some who don’t 
believe at all that they fought 
fiercely. Some of us have seen 
labor swing into some fierce 
fights — but not this tim e. 
Just look at the evidence. 
Very few of labor’s national 
leaders were in Washington in 
the 
crucial 
m oments. The 
m ethodical, 
top labor chief, 
George Meany, who can 
out- 
maneuver a spliced Jim F ar­ 
ley and Bob P rice, 
left 
the 
capital late in January for a 
short Florida rest in prepara­ 
tion for his arduous midwinter 
executive 
council meeting in 
Bal Harbour. With him went the 
nominally 
Republican, 
retail 
union 
chief Jam es Suffridge. 
The filibuster was far 
from 
over. 
Other national labor leaders 
were either in New Y'ork or were 
already in the Bal Harbour salt 
m ines. W alter Reuther minded 
the shop in Detroit. 
Suggestions from agitated la­ 
bor leaders, in the outer fring­ 
es, for a m arch on Washington 
was vetoed. Offers to put 10,000 
unionists in the D istrict 
of 
Columbia were shuddered (sic) 
down. A move to run m ass dem­ 
onstrations in scores of big 
cities was stopped dead. 
There were behind-the-scenes 
discussions between Meany and 
Senate M ajority Leader Mans­ 
field. But the talks were very 
genteel. 
Fact is that the war of 14-B 
becam e such a battle of news 
releases that it was confused 
with the first blizzard of '66. 
Then why all the furor, why all 
the report that this was labor’s 
final conflict? 
The answ ers are in the notes 
of those who attended two con­ 
fidential White House meetings 
early in 1965. 
The first gathering was a large 
session. 
Many labor leaders. 
Many technicians. Many p resi­ 
dential aides. The President, of 
course. 
And everybody knew 
whatever was said would leak. 
There the labor chiefs gave 
M r. Johnson their do-or-die 


briefing. They had to have 14-B 
repealed. This was crucial, they 
said. 
They were ready to sacrifice 
everything 
for the privilege 
once more to sign union shop 
contracts in the 19 states which 
ban them (mostly in the South 
and Southwest.) 
The President agreed to make 
the fight. He said, just 
leave 
the timing to him. 


Then, on March 10 (*65), he 
met again with labor leaders. 
But this time there were only a 
handful. Nothing would leak. 
With him that afternoon were 
the ladies’ garm ent w orkers’ 
leader, Dave Dubinsky, the hat­ 
te rs ’ Alex Rose, the men’s gar­ 
ment union’s chief Jack Potof- 
sky and Mr. Meany. 
One man in the P resident’s of­ 
fice that day later told a friend; 
“ The feeling I had then was 
that Meany and the others were 
having 
second 
thoughts 
in 
wishing to hell they had not been 
quite so positive about 14-B at 
the first m eeting.” 


This 
utterly 
unimpeachable 
White House source added that; 
“ I was convinced then and still 
believe that the top men in la­ 
bor felt they had gone out on a 
limb and did not, and do not, 
wish to sacrifice 
everything 
else 
for just one key issue, 
which would cost them 
what 
they really want.” 
What they do want m ost, es­ 
pecially such men as Dubinsky 
and Rose, is; a minimum wage 
rise sufficient to cut down the 
advantage of the lower labor 
costs in the South and South­ 
west. 
But G ardner Ackley, chairm an 
of the Council of Economic Ad­ 
v isers, 
is opposed 
to 
such 
equalizing of rates on both sides 
of the Mason-Dixon Line. 
Mr. Ackley told the labor men 
that to their faces. In return 
Mr. Meany has said he can no 
longer discuss Mr. Ackley in 
the presence of ladies. 
Furtherm ore, 
with 
all the 
m ass 
building 
now’ flaring 
through the South, the big con­ 
struction unions want the fed­ 
e ra l law revised so they can 
get “ common situ s” picketing. 
This would restore to them the 
right to picket a big project, 
and shut it down, even if their 
quarrel is with but one of fifty 
contractors 011 the site. 
M r. Meany, who com es out of 
the bloc of construction un­ 
ions, wants to deliver this to his 
closest allies. 
They still have a chance to 
put through such laws which 
could get them across 
their 
last frontier. 
They would not have had any 
such chance if they had truly 
walloped the White House, the 
President, Mr. Mansfield, and 
other Democratic allies during 
the w ar of 14-B.

It hits us hard, 
of course, because we feel that all children 
should be ordained to run and jump, climb 
fences and chase a puppy around a field, try out 
grownup high heels for size, tap the mud off 
their cleats with a casual baseball bat, and 
just skylark around for the sake of motion. 
Maybe the lump that grows in our throat for 
crippled kids is harder to swallow in the spring, 
when the world is young again and wind-swept 
clean for a new start against whatever odds 
there are, when nothing seem s impossible, and 
few would want to deny the divine assurance 
that everything is going to be all right. 
Although the campaign for the sale of Easter 
seals, which in many communities supply the 
funds for aid to crippled children, is over, 
there is a year-long opportunity to contribute 
to the many organizations which carry on this 
mission of healing and hope. 
In Massachusetts, the chairman of the fund­ 
raising campaign this year was Tenley Albright, 
the great skating champion who fought through 
a crippling attack of polio as a child and 
overcame almost insuperable difficulties to 
bring grace and loveliness to our sad old world. 
Nobody could deny the right answer to her 
question: “ Will you help train legs for walking.. . 
arms for independence. . .lips for laughter. . . 
hearts for happiness?”

NATIONAL COMMITTEE TAKES OFFENSIVE 
IOWA, NEW JERSEY STATE GROUPS FORMED 
Two new state Right to Work organizations 
have been organized as part of the National 
Committee’s 1966 program to push for new' 
state Right to Work laws and to protect existing 
laws. 
Early in January, Dr. J. Richard Palmer, 
President of Morningside College, accepted the 
chairmanship of the newly-formed citizens or­ 
ganization, Iowans for Right to Work. 
And at the January 14 press conference, fol­ 
lowing the National Committee’s Board of Di­ 
rectors meeting, Reed Larson announced that a 
Right to Work Committee has been organized 
in New Jersey. Al Borden, President of Borden 
Metal Products of Elizabeth, New Yersey, anda 
member of the National Committee’s Board, is 
the organizing chairman. 
At the press conference Mr. Larson said, 
“ New militant, well-organized citizens drives 
in support of Right to Work laws are taking 
root in many states. Our Iowa organization was 
first this year and now New Jersey. The iong- 
rang£ aim of these state organizations will 
be the protection and strengthening of exist­ 
ing state Right to Work laws — as in Iowa; 
and the enactment of new state bans on com­ 
pulsory unionism in present non-Right to Work 
states — as in New Jersey. In addition these 
state groups will add new strength to the 
forces defending 14(b). 
“ The debate on 14(b) last fall in the U.S. Senate 
set the stage for the advocates of voluntary 
unionism to take the offensive. The practice 
of compelling a citizen to pay labor dues, fees 
and assessm ents as a condition of earning his 
livelihood is incompatible with the principles 
most Americans have cherished throughout our

Kennedy, like many other inhabitants of Wash­ 
ington, D. C., has been swallowed up by the 
Johnson administration concensus on this issue. 
This is not a new or surprising development 
but in the light of it, Kennedy should not have 
opened his mouth in the first place. 
In his zeal to advocate peace in Viet Nam, 
Kennedy first made it appear that the United 
States should accept Communist intervention 
on almost any basis that would end the con­ 
flict. 
Since, he has moved closer to the position 
of the Johnson administration. 
The position of the Johnson administration is a 
bit fuzzy on this issue but Communists should 
not be admitted to any government serving in 
the interim until the people of Viet Nam make 
a free choice. 
If the people of Viet Nam choose Communists 
in free election that is another matter. 
To admit Communists into the government 
ruling South Viet Nam would be to perpetuate 
the mistake that this country made in China. 
This would be a way of selling out Viet Nam 
to the Communists. It would make our war 
effort there and the sacrifices made there futile 
and unnecessary. 
But Kennedy acts like a candidate, who says 
a lot of things, hoping that a wave of public 
approval and acclaim will come to him if he 
manages to strike a popular or responsive 
chord. 
He should not be sending up trial balloons on 
the conduct of either the Viet Nam war or the 
peace offensive to end it. 
He is confusing the American people and not 
making any votes for himself. He is developing 
a reputation for being irresponsible.

Their operations are intricate. 
Their game is tough. T hey're 
playing for big stakes — politi­ 
cal and econom ic influence in 
the South. This is their last un­ 
crossed frontier. 
It all pivots around the suc­ 
cessfu l filibuster which 
pre­ 
vented the repeal of the ban on 
union shops in 19 sta tes. It is 
the general belief that the la­ 
bor 
leaders fought fiercely to 
win repeal of 14-B. This was 
the one thing they wanted m ost 
for C hristm as, 
But there are som e who don't 
believe at all that they fought 
fiercely. Some of us have seen 
labor swing into som e fierce 
fights 
— 
but not this tim e. 
Just look at the evidence. 
Very few of labor's national 
leaders were in Washington in 
the 
crucial 
m om ents. The 
m ethodical, 
top labor chief, 
George Meany, who can 
out­ 
maneuver a spliced Jim Far­ 
ley and Bob P rice, 
left 
the 
capital late in January for a 
short Florida rest in prepara­ 
tion for his arduous midwinter 
executive 
council m eeting in 
Bal Harbour. With him went the 
nominally

chief Jam es Suffridge. 
The filibuster was far 
from 
over. 
Other national labor leaders 
were either in New York or were 
already in the Bal Harbour salt 
m ines.

Suggestions from agitated la­ 
bor leaders, in the outer fring­ 
e s , for a march on Washington 
was vetoed. Offers to put 10,000

Columbia were shuddered (sic ) 
down. A move to run m ass dem­

c ities was stopped dead. 
There were behind-the-scenes 
discussion s between Meany and 
Senate Majority Leader Mans­ 
field.

and credit 
supplies are blamed — but not 
by the monetary authorities.

Union leaders deny that 
the 
spurt in wholesale prices since 
last summer is due to rising 
wage scales. They point to the 
long period of stability before 
that, when wages were also ris­ 
ing. They defend and stick to 
their demand for further in­ 
creases even if higher than gov­ 
ernment guidelines, saying that 
industry can afford to pay them 
and the economy won’t suffer 
for it. 
Industrial leaders say the re- • 
cent rise in prices, both whole­ 
sale and retail, is due in part to 
developing shortages of materi­ 
als and labor, In part to the ad­ 
vancing costs of 
production. 
They blame everything from the 
added pressure on the economy 
from the Viet Nam war to soar­ 
ing world consumption of goods 
as prosperity spreads. 
Business leaders argue that 
record profits aren’t lased on 
much if any increase in profit 
margins - the percentage of 
the sales dollar that is l>ooked 
as earnings — but on increased 
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sales volume. 
Administration leaders deny 
charges in banking circles that 
the great increase in money and 
credit of late is giving the econ­ 
omy the classic inflation of too 
many dollars chasing too few 
goods. They hold that, on the 
contrary, even more 
money 
may be needed to finance still 
more industrial growth if all are 
to have jobs and prosper. 
Some economists sav that the 
failure of productivity to riseas 
fast in recent months as former­ 
ly is what is pushing up prices 
now. 
All this raises the average 
cost of producing goods, and 
causes producers to seek higher 
prices. With growing 
demand 
for goods, competition among 
producers has slackened,allow­ 
ing prices to rise. 
That prices have risen 
is 
shown by the*statistics put out 
by both government and indus­ 
try sources.' Few see any end to 
it in sight, at least in the months 
Just ahead.

Having worked now for about 
a year in the day-by-day con­ 
duct of particular poverty p ro ­ 
gram s in the five Bootheel coun­ 
tie s, Pm in a position to write 
about some of the real accom ­ 
plishm ents of the many pro­ 
gram s that have been drafted 
under the Economic Opportunity 
Act of 1964. 
Pm also less bothered than I 
once was by the repeated slam s, 
slu rs, sarcasm s and cynicisms

The little people who might 
show another side to the pro­ 
gram are either too busy work­

c o n tin u e d , 
“ There is.

To involve the 
w ar-o n -povertv in such a p ro j­ 
ect, and to divert funds from

OEO lines the pockets of those 
who aren’t hurting.

has become a laughing stock 
(“ happy-puppies," they 
call 
them ) for want of adequate ad­ 
m inistration 
Where the work 
people do under OEO is not well 
adm inistered and people are not 
shown how to do their work well, 
chaos results and money 
is 
thrown away. 
The 10 Delmo com munities are 
presently sponsoring program s 
under OES (in addition 
to 
already established work of ed­ 
ucation and aid) amounting to a 
total of $284,000 in 1966. Of 
th is total figure, approxim ately 
$15,000 is spent on adm inister­ 
ing, and $28,000 on training the 
w orkers. 
The total hours of work per 
week provided by the program is 
about 1,500; 35 of these are used 
for adm inistration and 70 for 
training. 
All the people em ­ 
ployed in this program work. 
T here are no handouts. 


As the one who worked with 
OEO in gaining approval of this 
p articu lar program , I knowhow 
rigorous is OEO’s intent that 
sponsorship 
of program s be 
done efficiently and that money 
be used to underwrite neither 
already-affluent people 
nor 
already-existing operations. 
Let me say, too, that the OEO 
officials in Washington, Kansas 
City, and Jefferson City with 
whom Pve had the privilege to 
deal 
with work hard and s e ri­ 
ously. Allowing something for 
bureaucratic 
slippage, 
they 
manage to stay in gear and on 
the 
road most of the tim e. 
So much for the money-work 
equation 
H ere’s 
something 
m ost of you--how about 97 per 
cent?--aren*t aware of. Do you 
know that approximately 500 of 
our adults in the Bootheel are 
presently attending Adult Basic 
Education C lasses two nights a 
week? They do it on their own, 
because they want to get that 
eighth grade certificate. More 
than that, they just want to be 
able to do their own reading 
and writing and to learn about 
things. 
One teacher I know 
always looks forward to working 
.with these adults; they’re sc 
much more eager to learn than 
the high schoolers she works 
with during the daytime. 
One point about the ABE stu ­ 


dents is that they're excited 
motivated, wanting to 
learn 
wanting to be independent. And 
it’s not one of the gravy-train 
set-ups so many critics scoff 
about. 
We found one elderly 
couple had been walking to class 
four miles a night, two nights * 
week. Some gravy train! 
What you also need to realize 
is this: ABE program s are run 
by the schools and are funded 
(with 90-10 federal funds) d i­ 
rectly from the State D epart­ 
ment of Education to the d is­ 
tric t school boards. It's the 
sim plest of all OEO program s 
to apply for. 
I was amazed, however, when 
I was told by school adm inis­ 
tra to rs at both state and local 
levels that Delmo would have to 
beat the bushes and get lists of 
people who wanted the course 
before 
superintendents 
and 
school boards would involve 
them selves in running the p ro ­ 
gram s. 
That is precisely what our 15 
community aides (trainee) and 
five VISTA Volunteers had to do 
in all 10 communities and eight 
school districts. The job has 
been done; the program s are 
running 
In East P rairie a t­ 
tendance has risen 
steadily 
from a handful to well over 
100 at the half-way mark (15 
weeks). That's typical. 
Like the Social Security Office, 
our schools are now geared to go 
out and reach poor people. The 
sam e may be said of our Em ­ 
ployment Offices, the F arm ers 
Home Administration (less so), 
and our Welfare offices (one 
worker I know had a case load 
of 600). 
I believe the really significant 
thing OEO will accom plish dur­ 
ing its lifetime is the m obiliza­ 
tion of one third of our popula­ 
tion (that's how many 
are 
“ poor") to get the most out of 
the resources that are already 
available and to have a voice in 
saying what it is they need. 
Knowledge, technology, popu­ 
lation, and race have already 
exploded into their respective 
revolutions. Change and adjust­ 
ment to the role of change are 
already giving us monumental 
tasks in America: What happens 
to people when m achines and - 
com puters do 80 per cent of all 
work (as we presently define 
work)? 
We Am ericans can’t meet this 
challenge with one out of three 
of us immobilized, inert, with­ 
out incentive and without hope. 
The EOA of 1964 doesn't p re ­ 
tend to give the answer. What it 
does give us is a structure 
(social, political, and economic) 
in which 
rich, poor, black, 
white, lay professional, pow er­ 
ful and pow erless are brought 
into study dialogue and action. 
Town by town, county by county, 
region by region, 
it's slow, 
painful, inefficient, abusable, 
but its American.

F ire protection is badly needed, 
especially in the area north of 
Highway 84 which is under con­ 
sideration. 
The area south of Highway 84 
being considered is com prised 
prim arily of the 132 a cre In­ 
dustrial Site, but also

JEFFERSON CITY - “ Mis- 
souri's mild w inters may lead 
the unwary to ignore needed 
precautions to guard against the 
Injuries cold weather 
can 
cau se," 
warned 
Dr. L . M. 
G arner, acting director of the 
division of health. 
He explained that it doesn't 
always require below freezing 
tem peratures 
before 
cold 
weather can cause Injuries to 
the body. Such things as fro st­ 
bite, trench foot and chilblain 
can occur in either severe or 
mild winter weather if condi­ 
tions of m oisture, wind and 
length of exposure are 
just 
right. 
In 
minor cases, frostbite 
looks like sm all, white or waxy 
appearing patches on the skin. 
When 
the 
area 
affected is 
warmed, it becomes mottled 
and may be swollen and have 
b listers. Trench foot can oc­ 
cur in tem peratures as mild 
as 60 degrees F., but 
it de­ 
pends 
on 
length of 
ex­ 
posure, dam pness and lack of 
foot 
movement. Once trench 
foot has affected a person, he 
may have pain, senstitivity to 
cold and excessive sweating 
for several years. The com ­ 
plaint of chilblain is probably 
one of the most common of cold 
injuries. It affects women p ri­ 
m arily 
because their 
short 
sk irts and thin stockings do 
not 
offer adequate protection 
against strong winter wind with 
naar 
or 
below 
freezing 
tem peratures. 
Usually chil­ 
blain appears 
as a reddish or 
blush area on the skin. When 
the area is warmed, there is 
an itching or burning sensa­ 
tion and on further exposure 
to cold, 
these same sensa­ 
tions may return. 
Dr. G arner 
offered these 
suggestions for preventing cold 
injuries. 
1. Avoid tightly fitting g ar­ 
m ents, gloves or shoes which 
interfer 
with blood circula­ 
tion. 
2. Do not allow the feet to 
rem ain wet for long periods. 
3. Change wet footwear, stock­ 
ings or gloves as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
4. Protect, where practical, 
all areas of the body when there 
is high humidity or wind and 
freezing tem perature. 


5. Keep circulation moving 
by changing position frequent­ 
ly or simply exercising arm s 
and legs. 
6. If any p ar' of your body 
begins to feel excessively cold 
or numb, seek warmth or some 
type of shelter im m ediately. 
7. Warming cold areas of the 
body by Im m ersing in water 
which is just above normal body 
tem perature Is preferred over 
rubbing with snow or placing in 
cold w ater. 
Dr. G arner concluded 
by 
urging persons who suspect they 
have been injured 
by cold to 
see their doctors imm ediately. 
“ Delay in this respect

Having worked now for about 
a year in the day-by-day con­ 
duct of particular poverty pro­ 
grams in the five Bootheel coun­ 
ties, Pm in a position to write 
about some of the real accom­ 
plishments of the many pro­ 
grams that have been drafted 
under the Economic Opportunity 
Act of 1964. 
Pm also less bothered than I 
once was by the repeated slams, 
slurs, sarcasms and cynicisms

Democrat editorial complained 
about the Medicare Alert oro- 
gram and how the Office of Eco­ 
nomic opportunity had moved 
into the program by hiring some 
120 low-lncome senior citizens 
to get the word around to the 
elderly people of the six-county 
area 
The 
editorial 
co n tin u ed , 
“ There is. . .a great deal of 
confusion about the medicare 
program: it is complicated and 
technical. But this is why the 
nation spends millions of dol­ 
lars to maintain area Social 
Security experts. To involve the 
war-on-poverty in such a proj­ 
ect^ ana to divert funds from 
direct assistance to the needy 
would appear to be a bureau­

make OEO appear busier." 
Consider, though the following 
facts about medicare and Medi­ 
care Alert:

2. The people who are going 
from house to house to carry the 
word 
are themselves elderly 
and poor.

ciety (rather than sit on a shelf); 
and they will have been able to

come to understand about the 
poverty 
syndrome, 
OE CPs 
alerting 
role in relation to 
medicare is just what the doctor 
ordered; it really carries the 
word where it will do some good. 
Rather 
than diverting funds

Medicare Alert uses the funds 
to fulfill the intent of both pro­ 
grams.

As the one who worked with

So much for the money-work 
equation. 
Here’s 
something 
most of you—how about 97 per 
cent?—aren't aware of. Do you 
know that approximately 500 of 
our adults in the Bootheel are 
presently attending Adult Basic 
Education Classes two nights a 
week? They do it on their own, 
because they want to get that 
eighth grade certificate. More 
than that, they just want to be 
able to do their own reading 
and writing and to learn about 
things. 
One teacher I know 
always looks forward to working 
.with these adults; they’re so 
much more eager to learn than 
the high schoolers she works 
with during the daytime. 
One point about the ABE stu­ 


dents is that they're excited 
motivated, wanting to 
learn

it’s not one of the gravy-traln 
set-ups so many critics scoff 
about. We found one elderly 
couple had been walk ing to class 
four miles a night, two nights a 
week.

What you also need to realize 
is this: ABE programs are run 
by the schools and are funded 
(with 90-10 federal funds) di­ 
rectly from the State Depart­ 
ment of Education to the dis­ 
trict school boards. Ifs the 
simplest of all OEO programs 
to apply for. 
I was amazed, however, when 
I was told by school adminis­ 
trators at both state and local 
levels that Delmo would have to 
beat the bushes and get lists of

That is precisely what our 15 
community aides (trainee) and 
five VISTA Volunteers had to do 
in all IO communities and eight 
school districts. The job has 
been done; the programs are

In East Prairie at­ 
tendance has risen 
steadily 
from a handful to well over 
IOO at the half-way mark (15 
weeks). That's typical. 
Like the Social Security Office, 
our schools are now geared to go 
out and reach poor people. The 
same may be said of our Em­ 
ployment Offices, the Farmers 
Home Administration (less so), 
and our Welfare offices (one 
worker I know had a case load 
of 600). 
I believe the really significant 
thing OEO will accomplish dur­

Can Cause 
Injuries 


JEFFERSON CITY - “ Mis­ 
souri's mild winters may lead 
the unwary to ignore needed 
precautions to guard against the 
injuries cold weather 
can 
cause,” 
warned 
Dr. L . M. 
Garner, acting director of the 
division of health. 
He explained that it doesn't 
always require below freezing 
temperatures 
before 
cold 
weather can cause Injuries to 
the body. Such things as frost­ 
bite, trench foot and chilblain 
can occur in either severe or 
mild winter weather if condi­ 
tions of moisture, wind and 
length of exposure are 
just 
right. 
In 
minor cases, frostbite 
looks like small, white or waxy 
appearing patches on the skin. 
When 
the 
area 
affected is 
warmed, it becomes mottled 
and may be swollen and have 
blisters. Trench foot can oc­ 
cur in temperatures as mild 
as 60 degrees F., but 
it de­ 
pends 
on 
length of 
ex­ 
posure, dampness and lack of 
foot movement. Once trench 
foot has affected a person, he 
may have pain, sensitivity to 
cold and excessive sweating 
for several years. The com­ 
plaint of chilblain is probably 
one of the most common of cold 
injuries. It affects women pri­ 
marily 
because their 
short 
skirts and thin stockings do 
not 
offer adequate protection 
against strong winter wind with 
naar 
or 
below 
freezing 
temperatures. 
Usually chil­ 
blain appears 
as a reddish or 
blush area on the skin. When 
the area is warmed, there is 
an itching or burning sensa­ 
tion and on further exposure 
to cold, 
these same sensa­ 
tions may return. 
Dr. Garner 
offered these 
suggestions for preventing cold 
injuries. 
1. Avoid tightly fitting gar­ 
ments, gloves or shoes which 
interfer 
with blood circula­ 
tion. 
2. Do not allow the feet to 
remain wet for long periods. 
3. Change wet footwear, stock­ 
ings or gloves as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
4. Protect, where practical, 
all areas of the body when there 
is high humidity or wind and 
freezing temperature. 


5. Keep circulation moving 
by changing position frequent­ 
ly or simply exercising arms 
and legs. 
6. If any par* of your body 
begins to feel excessively cold 
or numb, seek warmth or some 
type of shelter immediately. 
7. Warming cold areas of the 
body by immersing in water 
which is just above normal body 
temperature is preferred over 
rubbing with snow or placing in 
cold water. 
Dr. Garner concluded 
by 
urging persons who suspect they 
have been injured 
by cold to 
see their doctors immediately. 
“ Delay in this respect 
may 
only cause further unncessary 
suffering," he said.

Jack R. Younce, supervisor 
of the St. Louis office of the 
departm ent's 
wage and hour 
and public contracts divisions, 
said $474,725 was found due 
2,793 workers in unpaid over­ 
time, 
and $389,757 
to 3,812 
workers paid less than the $1.25 
hourly minimum wage. 
Under the new equal pay pro­ 
visions of the act, $29,657 was 
found due 68 workers not paid 
as much 
as 
members of the 
opposite sex received for the 
same work. Employment of 60 
young workers in violation of the 
statute’s child labor provisions 
was found in Eastern Missouri. 
Over the eight-state region ad­ 
ministered from Kansas City, 
labor 
department invetlgators 
found underpayment of $6,037,- 
752. 
Much of the money found due 
is repaid directly to the em­ 
ployes, under supervision of the 
department, Younce said. Em­ 
ployes may sue for back pay, 
and in some cases they may ask 
the secretary of labor to file 
suit in their behalf he said.

BENTON — F arm ers taking 
p art in the 1966 feed grain pro­ 
gram now will be able to plant 
soybeans on acreage intended 
fo r production of feed grains 
under the program and still 
receive the price support pay­ 
m ents they would have earned 
If feed grains had been planted. 
According to Roy P roctor, J r ., 
chairm an, Scott County A gri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee, the p ro­ 
gram modification c a rrie s out 
President Johnson’s directive, 
announced in his recent Food 
for Freedom m essage 
to the 
C ongress pointing to the de­ 
sirability of increased produc­ 
tion of soybeans. The action 
highlights the flexibility of the 
Food and Agriculture Act of 
1965, which authorizes the Sec­ 
reta ry of Agriculture to take 
such action. While supplies of 
feed grains are more adequate 
to meet foreseeable needs, do­ 
m estic and export demand for 
soybeans has been increasing 
‘ substantially each year since 
1960. 
Under the feed grain program , 
participant^ who divert at least 
20 percent of their feed grain 
base acreage to conserving uses 
may earn price support pay­ 
m ents. 
These payments are 
based on the projected yield on 
up to 50 percent of the base 
acreage 
tim es the 
rate ap­ 
plicable to the crop diverted. 
The rate s are 30 cents per 
bushel for corn, 20 cents per 
bushel for barley, and 53 cents 
p er hundredweight for grain 
sorghum s. 
As the program is now modi­ 
fied, participants may plant to 
soybeans all or part of the 
acreage 
intended 
for 
corn, 
grain sorghum, or barley p ro ­ 
duction under the program and 
still earn their total feed grain 
price support payment. (P re ­ 
viously to be eligible for price 
support payments on the m axi­ 
mum 
acreage, 
the producer 
would have needed to plant feed 
grains on 50 percent of his base; 
soybeans 
could have 
been

Feed Grain 
Program to 
Stress Beans 


BENTON — F arm ers taking 
part in the 1966 feed grain p ro­ 
gram now will be able to plant 
soybeans on acreage intended 
for production of feed grains 
under the program and still 
receive the price support pay­ 
m ents they would have earned 
if feed grains had been planted. 
According to Roy Proctor, J r ., 
chairm an, Scott County A gri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee, the p ro­ 
gram modification ca rrie s out 
President Johnson's directive, 
announced in his recent Food 
for Freedom message 
to the 
C ongress pointing to the de­ 
sirability of increased produc­ 
tion of soybeans. The action 
highlights the flexibility of the 
Food and Agriculture Act of 
1965, which authorizes the Sec­ 
reta ry of A griculture to take 
such action. While supplies of 
feed grains are more adequate 
to m eet foreseeable needs, do­ 
m estic and export demand for 
soybeans has been increasing 
‘ substantially each year since 
1960. 
Under the feed grain program , 
participants who divert at least 
20 percent of their feed grain 
base acreage to conserving uses 
may earn price support pay­ 
m ents. 
These payments are 
based on the projected yield on 
up to 50 percent of the base 
acreage 
tim es the 
rate ap­ 
plicable to the crop diverted. 
The rate s are 30 cents per 
bushel for corn, 20 cents per 
bushel for barley, and 53 cents 
per hundredweight for grain 
sorghum s. 
As the program is now modi 
fled, participants may plant to 
soybeans all o r part of the 
acreage 
intended 
for 
corn, 
grain sorghum , o r barley p ro­ 
duction under the program and 
still earn their total feed grain 
price support payment. (P re ­ 
viously to be eligible for price 
support payments on the m axi­ 
mum 
acreage, 
the producer 
would have needed to plant feed 
grains on 50 percent of his base; 
soybeans 
could have 
teen 
planted on the rem aining 30 
percent of the base.) 
A producer now may devote 
to 
soybeans the acreage in­ 
tended under the program to be 
planted to feed grains - - or 
he may plant any combination 
of soybeans and feed grains on 
the acreage -- and still qualify 
for as many acres for price 
support payment as when de­ 
voting all such acreage only to 
feed grains. F or example, an 
individual producer (with a 100- 
a c re s feed grain base) who 
w ishes to plant soybeans on 
intended 
feed grain 
acreage 
without loss of feed grain p rice- 
support payments may: (I) Di­ 
v ert the minimum 20 acres; 
plant 30 acres to soybeans, and 
plant 50 acres to feed grains; 
(2) D ivert 30 ac res, plant 35 
a c re s to feed grains, and plant 
35 ac res to soybeans; 13) Di­ 
vert 50 acres, plant 50 acres 
to soybeans; or (4) Divert 20 
a c re s, and plant 80 ac res to 
soybeans. 
The action taken to encourage 
soybean plantings 
makes no 
change in the diversion p ro­ 
visions of the program . No 
provision is made for planting 
soybeans 
on diverted acres 
since legislation does not list 
soybeans as one of the so­ 
called “ substitute” crops under 
_ the feed grain program.

except via erstaz versions on 
the telly. Their parents can tell 
them of the thrills of watching a 
hero or heroine excape 
the 
clutches of a demoniacal villain, 
only to fall into a worse trap at 
the end of the chapter. 
As a research project, I went 
to the Cinema Theater with 
daughters Janet, 14, and Caro­ 
line, 7 1/2, both devout follow­ 
e rs of the latterday Batman. 
Research came dear: $2 admis­ 
sion, including children. 
Attendants told me that night­ 
time showings were often sell­ 
outs. 
Such 
audiences 
were 
largely adult, and most stick out 
the entire four and a half hours. 
It was easy to see why. After 
the first few chapters, the serial 
become an opiate; you crave 
more. You wonder just what 
new pickle Batman and Robin 
can get into and how they can 
possibly extricate themselves. 
The serial is good for laughs, 
though not the intended ones of 
the television series.

replied when asked 
about the Commission’s report. 
He went on, however, to add that 
"the federal government can't 
seem to make up its mind 
what and how things should be 
done to comply with the Civil 
Rights Law." 
Another quick answer claimed 
that many of the statements 
in the national report were un­ 
true 
and 
unfounded and the 
methods 
used were purely 
another form of federal intimi­ 
dation. 
While contents of the report 
and its references to the local 
school districts were not wide­ 
spread knowledge to the com­ 
munity, most of those who had 
read the press reports or heard 
about them by the end of the week 
in this area reacted with a cer­ 
tain amount of disgust toward 
the civil rights commission and 
its report. 
No official comments were 
being made in view of what one 
school board member termed 
"the gravity of the situation."

of integration might again come 
under federal scrutiny—not be­ 
cause the plan did not comply 
with the law but as the result 
of changes in the government's 
policies on the matter.

SULPHUR LICK, Ky. (AP) — 
Despite a monopoly and being 
surrounded by gushing money, 
Charles Leamon has passed up 
the opportunity for quick profit 
to do what he thinks is honest. 
Charlie and his wife own the 
only store at Sulphur Lick. It's 
the only store within nine miles 
of an 
oil 
gusher that has 
brought a boom to the area. 
Oilmen came from all over 
the country and cars lined both 
sides of the road for a quarter- 
mile around the Charles Leam­ 
on store — the only convenient 
place to eat. 
Customers were shoulder to 
shoulder on a recent visit. You 
had to push to get into this typi­ 
cal country store — shoes to 
beans, 
pot-bellied stove and 
rough wooden bench —that nor­ 
mally serves about 1,000 resi­ 
dents of the economically de­ 
pressed farming area in south 
central Kentucky. The nearest 
stores are eight miles south in 
Tompkinsville or 15 miles north 
at Glasgow. 
After 
the 4,000-barrel-a-day 
well was brought in Thanks­ 
giving Day on the Jack Hays 
fcirm about a mile from the 
store, prices on oil leases went 


from less than $1 an acre to as 
much as $100 an acre. 
But the sign in Leamon's 
store 
advertising 
sandwich 
prices 
remains 
unchanged? 
"Ham 25 cents, chopped pork 15 
cents, bloney (sic) IO cents, 
cheese IO cents." 


"Just because a man is an 
oilman,” Leamon said, "I didn't 
think it would be right to double 
tile price on him. The way it 
looks to me is that it is dishon­ 
est. I was selling them for that 
before, so I just kept on.” 
Leamon operates on the honor 
system. 
Charlie or his wife hand out 
sandwiches at one spot —liter­ 
ally handed without plate or 
napkin, 
and 
the 
customer 
spreads his own mayonnaise or 
mustard. 
Tbe other takes up money 
about six feet down the counter, 
receiving what the customer 
says he owed. Soft drinks are 
kept in a box on the other side 
of the store and the crowds 
make it impossible for Charlie 
to see who got what. 
"I only caught one man trying 
to get out without paying,” he 
said. 


What action might be taken 
locally is yet to be seen and 
much will depend on steps taken 
by higher government officials. 
However, some school patrons 
and school officials have in­ 
dicated they would favor cut­ 
backs in local school spending 
to reduce the dependence of 
districts on the federal funds. 
While this has not lieenpublicly 
discussed, it was also pointed 
out that even without federal 
funds compliance with the Civil 
Rights Law of 1964 lsrequried.

added, "not only fails to tell 
both sides of the situation, it 
also includes some gross un­ 
truths.’’ The board member 
went on to point out that de­ 
segregation of a school sys­ 
tem is not as simple and speedy 
a process as many would like 
to make the public believe. A 
crash program could have an 
extrem ely detrimental effect on 
the educational process of all 
the children, white and Negro, 
as well as create some very 
undesirable situations 
within 
the community. 
Basically, this is the high 
school situation in C aruthers­ 
ville. 
There is, in fact, but 
one high school with two cen- 
ters--th e Ward Avenue Center 
and the 18th Street Center. A 
student may attend either of the 
centers. If a Negro chooses 
the 18th Street Center he is 
offered the same courses that 
the students at the Ward Ave­ 
nue Center are offered. How­ 
ever, if the course is not avail­ 
able at 18th Street because of 
lack of interest or lack of fa­ 
cilities such as an adequate lab­ 
oratory, they are transported to 
Ward Avenue for that class and 
then back to their own center. 
Courses such as 
English, 
Math and Sciences are offered 
at both centers and the 
18th 
Street center is no more of a 
vocational center than its coun­ 


terpart on Ward Avenue. 
It 
is mainly because the facilities 
and teachers are already avail­ 
able that certain classes are 
located at the Ward Avenue Cen­ 
te r, plus the fact that there is 
more demand for them in the 
form erly all-white school. 
Floyd Hamlett, Superintendent 
of the McCarty R-3 district 
said he was distressed that the 
press reports or the report it­ 
self did not hilly explain the 
situation there. 
"A fter the school board had 
distributed freedom of choice 
form s and students had filled 
out and returned the forms, 
the board ignored them ," the 
report stated, 
Hamlett explained that the first 
and second grades were com­ 
pletely integrated and trans- 
poration has been desgregated. 
Had the district carried out the 
plan completely, the superin­ 
tendent continued, it would have 
mean overcrowding of several 
classroom s. 
The district has done as much 
as possible in this first year, 
Hamlett stated, without creating 
a difficult classroom situation. 
There is no use to over do the 
thing just to make a show and 
hinder the school's primary 
function of providing education. 
Hamlett said he explained this 
to a Civil Right Commission 
representative during a recent 
visit but was surprised when 
the report only pointed out that 
the freedom of choice forms 
were "ignored."
